someone would have talked nexus co-author with stewart wechsler of the awful grace of god in killing king 
his address which was prepared for the assassination archives and research center titled a political h-bomb 
how johnny roselli and william king harvey preempted the garrison investigation in washington dc is an 
invaluable and illuminating audio presentation available at jfkconversations.com and his recent works include 
2014's shadow warfare the history of america's undeclared wars 2015's surprise attack from pearl harbor to 
911 to benghazi 2017's unidentified the national intelligence problem of ufos 2020s in denial secret wars with 
air strikes and tanks and 2021 tipping point the conspiracy that murdered president john kennedy i am very 
grateful and very happy to have an opportunity to introduce larry hancock to jfk facts thank you for being with 
us thank you alan it's always great to be back with you and after having listened to that list of books i think 
i'm tired 
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to that list of books i think i'm tired now well you know i was just going to say when you really look at them 
listed in the manner that i just described it's quite an imposing collection of titles and i believe i understand 
that as of the early 1990s you did not envision any of what would follow so my question to begin with is what 
happened in the early 1990s i i think it all boils down to the fact that suddenly we were actually able to see 
history in the form of the documents that were being released a lot of it released through the jfk records act 


but not entirely though foia at least for a time freedom of information request had taken hold and there wasn't 
the kind of obstruction that you run into now you could you could request documents and get them and there 
there was a fair amount of transparency uh documents were being released by the state department you 
could suddenly see the history that i had lived through and it was fascinating it's not just okay people are 
talking about it the media talked about it now we can see what was happening behind the scenes and that 
that led me from one thing to the other throughout this set of cold war history that's why there's so many 
books involved because the documents might have been released by the jfk records act but many of them 
covered a host of other things oh god yes i'll say but my question really is even a little bit prior to what you 
just described you you've written that you were a teenager on november 22 of 1963 and while the shock and 
the impact of the moment certainly would not was not lost on you you did move on from there that was not 
the beginning of your fascination with the case so i'm curious about whatever was the focus of your attention 
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focus of your attention prior to the period which resulted in something redirecting the focus of your attention 
yeah so basically you know what got my attention around in the early 1990s that that led into what i just 
talked about and it was twofold really the first thing was a book it was jim maher's book crossfire crossfire 
yeah i you know having lived in oklahoma and being close to texas i i recall my wife saying oh look here's aa 
new book by a fellow who was a reporter in dallas you know this is someone who was was close to the 
scene and and that was just intriguing because it it took me back at the time and and mars is an excellent 
writer and at jim jim did a a fascinating job of covering all the bases like it was a survey course in the jfk 
assassination yeah and he wrote powerfully and ii i would often accuse him in later years of like well jim you 
just took away 30 years of my life if you hadn't written that book yes and he showed no humility or any 
concern about that whatsoever not a bit right yeah and then i met and and came in contact with constance 
connie kritzberg who had also been a reporter in dallas and who had had covered the assassination in real 
time and done some interviews and her experience was fascinating her experience was essentially having 
her her story edited in real time to make a frontal shot go away as described by a doctor and unbelievable 
that was kind of like the next step it's kind of like oh wait a minute jim got my interest and now i see that 
there's there are stories that haven't been told and then the way the documents hit and it was all over yeah 
well uh and then quite a lot happens including 
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and then quite a lot happens including uh an interesting approach to your initial entry as a as a published 
author someone would have talked it goes through three consecutive editions am i correct about that that 
beginning in 2006 it does indeed yes and why was that necessary why would i do that and why would 
someone go hey wait a minute i already bought this book why should i buy it again and again yeah you know 
ii have lovable readers and it was a good question the the bottom line was the wave of documents continued 
the the first edition of that book was something that i really seized on documents that were outcoming and 
and did a lot of work and and and it was based on the premise uh that there might be people that actually 
had at least very limited information who had heard something about a conspiracy and i spent a lot of years 
looking at those people and 15 and filtering and vetting and so the first division edition of the book was really 
all right these are people that i found credible they didn't have too much to say but we should probably look 
at what they're saying and here are some research suggestions it was really written for the research 
community then within two or three years we had gotten enough documents so we knew a lot more about 
those people and there had been oral history work and i i've done some interviews of my own and what what 
essentially was kind of an introductory uh this is this is my cut of leads that we should be pursuing became a 
contextual book like okay now that we know so much more about them uh let's let's give it the full treatment 
and look at the full context of what they're saying in terms of that period of time because we we now 
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that period of time because we we now know so much more about it and and that continued alan i've got to 
say the documents kept coming the information kept coming and probably the most significant thing and the 
reason there was a third edition which is the most current in 2010 yes was the release of the arb materials 
right the the not only the documents that were released but the the interviews that were done by jeremy gunn 
and and doug horn the william law's work with the fbi agents who had been present at the autopsy which is 
seminal work um there was just was a whole body of work released not just about the people that i've been 
writing about but about the whole context of not just what could be a conspiracy but what happened after the 
assassination what what came into play during the first 72 hours why something that was clearly being 
treated as a conspiracy for 18 to 20 hours suddenly became a formal report by sunday afternoon that says 
we're done with the investigation lee oswald did it finish the report yeah how did that happen and that was a 
big part of what was added to the book for the 2010 edition is it true do you think that serious-minded people 
and others are frequently too close to the details of this story to really absorb the relevance of making the 
classic distinction between the assassination itself the attack the decisions the elements the individuals who 
were involved at all levels in all stages leading up to the successful physical attack on president kennedy and 
the cover-up uh absolutely if you're kind of if you're compartmentalized in that history you know you just you 
just saw a certain 
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you know you just you just saw a certain part of it you're familiar with the part of it the people that you talk to 
only knew a part of it right then you're going to see that event in those terms exactly and and you get trapped 
in your own history i think we we only now realize how many of the witnesses and how many of the kennedy 
administration people were trapped in the history of the moment and could never escape it for various 
reasons we see that's brilliant we see a form of that even within the jfk research community it's and it's inter- 
generational people who are trapped sometimes by their own research while the the history continues to 
unfold and new materials are introduced which must be taken into consideration the the same points keep 
being argued and also the sad part of it is in many instances there are points that can't be resolved that the 
data is not available you you can't there's just not enough factual data to resolve it i'm with you you get 
caught up in yeah you get caught up in that that dialogue and you know you just become trapped uh and 
that's why in the forums it's interesting that that even to this day so much of the discussion is about the same 
points that have been argued for 40 or 50 years exactly right well this the point you just made is one that uh 
was also made to me recently by dr josiah thompson that there are questions and then there are questions 
and the ones that are worth being able to answer outweigh the many that are simply the sources of perpetual 
disagreement and no ultimate resolution at least not so far um i'm curious though with regard to the contents 
the uh bottom up 
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the uh bottom up approach with uh someone would have talked your next work in 2011 ish maybe uh nexus 
is kind of a top from the top down kind of thing and i wonder if that was something that just sort of naturally 
emerged because of the work that you had put into someone would have talked or did you did you just you 
know have some kind of other kind of realization that you were only dealing with it basically on the street 
level if you will with someone would have talked and you were also mindful of the the other way of 
approaching it which would be from the top down and and that's that's a very good point and and you're right 
it was intentional um after i finished someone would have talked and kind of gelled i stepped back and it at 
that point in time at least my view of matters was or that that it was pretty obvious or at least pretty likely that 
particular cia officers cia surrogates if you will anti-castro cubans that had been working with these ca 
officers for years by 1963 had been involved and that raised a big question to me and the question was if 
that is true what would i see my question i often is theoretical for that nature that questions are generated by 
you know if what i think i'm seeing is true what else should i see how would it work how how could that occur 
within the cia how did political assassination how did those projects originate within the cia who carried them 


out right what were the conversations that were had and what were they and what were the protocols by 
which the actual officers involved in such things made certain that nothing could be traced directly either to 
them or to the agency 
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directly either to them or to the agency absolutely the whole point is deniability and what what fell out of that 
whole thing was a a very dangerous concept which i i wrote about not only in nexus but in shadow warfare 
which is the risk of deniability because in so many instances things that ended up as being murders 
assassinations very violent attacks never started out that way at high levels they always started out as very 
vague general discussions we have to do something about this nebulous problem nebulous very nebulous 
yes using euphemistic language and if the people knew each other well enough and had been working with 
each other long enough things tended to go in a certain direction in other words the old school cadre which is 
what they call themselves it would work together knew what that conversation meant on the other hand as 
time went on some of the newer people didn't and things could become quite confused we have an example 
in the congo where an order or which just again ended up as a as a discussion that came out of the top 
levels that langley um was transmitted and the wording was something like um you know we have to take 
care of this problem with patrice lumumba we have to you know he has to be dealt with and the cia station 
chief assumed that that was going to be a political action or at least he says that this is larry yeah but that 
would not be uncommon yeah because that's you know memos like that we find them now we do find them 
not just in the congo it's like okay we're going we're going to do something to eliminate you know so what 
does eliminate mean that somebody changed the 
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eliminate mean that somebody changed the wording and i agree he may or may not have known but the 
point is no orders are ever given right and that's something that we have to cope with there's never an order 
for a assassination that's given at the senior level it as it walks down into operations it even becomes 
nebulous and it becomes nebulous to the extent i think one of the most the most perfect examples came out 
during the church committee hearing uh where we have documents that we're talking about this uh cuban 
operative working for the cia inside cuba communicating with his operational headquarters saying well we're 
going to do this sabotage operation and by the way we're putting together this really structured thing to blow 
the power system in havana and kill castro like it this is he's riding back to headquarters and and okay and 
so this they do try to execute this action so when the church committee called the guys in and said well what 
do you mean you guys never like talk about it assassination and they said well those were his letters to us 
we didn't tell him to do that did you tell him not to do that well no right you Know what what do you want same 
era i'm reminded of richard helms they're asking him about a document that his that is addressed to him it's 
an internal um memorandum and they asked him to explain this in relation to things that ultimately he 
responds uh in his deposition he responds by referring to mr harvey he thinks mr harvey was engaged in that 
but at the time of the pre-interview they show him the document and he looks at it and doesn't change his 
expression at all he says it's my signature on that and they look 
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it's my signature on that and they look and they say um no and he says well i've never seen it and because 
his signature isn't on it because he was so careful that he made sure he didn't acknowledge that he received 
this at which point there is nowhere to go because they cannot prove that he saw it and then that was the 
reason that ii did nexus was to support explore how this whole system works okay it worked on multiple 
occasions and with what individuals you know what individuals played this game who who was involved in it 
in this period of time in the early 60s who wasn't and to really highlight how it worked and how it could have 
translated to the kennedy assassination and if if we if it had done so who would have been involved at the 
various levels and that's that's where it worked down through you know this person talks like this person a 
talks like that they talk to person b who talks to assertion c and by the time it gets down to person d 


somebody might get killed yeah i understand so so that was that that was the whole concept of nexus the 
title comes from what would be the nexus for assassination within the agency at that point in our cold war 
history exactly uh well i want to go out of my way to emphasize the extent to which i'm hopeful that 
absolutely everybody will regard those two books the third edition of someone would have talked and uh 
nexus as being very simply essential reading in terms of uh being informative about aspects of the the 
landscape because really i think what all of us are engaged in doing is where we can we don't have a time 
machine it's cartography i've said this 
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cartography i've said this on a number of occasions we're trying to build increasingly accurate maps of what 
happened and that includes identifying uh to the fullest extent possible every single person on the playing 
field during the period that is the focus of our collective attention and these two books i think are supremely 
valuable and informative and i'm hopeful that people will put them towards the top of the list of must reads 
and inevitably that brings us to tipping point because skipping over all of what happened let's say between 
2011 and this point in the year 2021 with regard to your other publications all of which are interesting and 
informative why tipping point at this moment and is it your last statement well the first part on the why i think 
it goes back to actually something something similar we've we continue to get new documents but in many 
cases they were intriguing you know they were tantalizing there were teasers primarily in the area of cia 
operations because again if you have the context that we just talked about and and you're looking at cia 
officers in the operations directorate and and the people that they're working with the the anti-castro exiles 
yeah we just now have literally thousands and thousands of documents that describe their daily operations 
that we had never seen before yeah one of the problems was however they were encrypted you see crypts 
you see aliases right and so how do you translate that into real people yeah you know what was going on but 
who was really doing what well fortunately through the efforts of a number of people including people like bill 
simpitch and david boylan and and rex bradford

and rex bradford there has been a huge amount of work done in what we call crypt busting yeah basically 
being able to break down and and know not only crips but pseudonym pseudonyms and aliases so that we 
can really take those documents and now we translate it to real people before you could you could describe 
what groups were doing but you know you and i have talked before talking about the cia in re this regard is 
as meaningless as it just doesn't matter now we can now we can take it down to the level of individuals and 
the striking thing is networking of individuals because if you make the assumption that some of these people 
were involved in something as risky as as deadly as as passionate as the assassination of a president these 
are people most likely that didn't come together spontaneously they at least to some extent knew each other 
they trusted each other they had common motives they had common whatever and now we can actually tell 
a story of a group of people and these are names that were revealed by some of the leads and some of the 
personages that i had written about way back and someone would have talked time but this leads us to 
actual people and we now know that they had been working with each other since 1959 1958 all through the 
cuba project they had gone through the disaster at the bay of pigs they'd gone through that experience in 
which jfk was was falsely blamed the extent that i did not even realize myself until i wrote the book in denial 
and dug sufficiently into the documents 
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and dug sufficiently into the documents that we have about that now we can we can get down to really a 
personality level if you will and connect these people and you're talking about maps we can now not only 
connect them in with social diagrams and social networks and communications networks we can connect 
them operationally in terms of what they had been doing what they've been doing through 1962 what they 
were doing ended 1963 what they would go on to do and it's it's the level of detail that i never would have 
envisioned you know 2k two decades back that we can now see so you know let's let's introduce a couple of 


these names and i realize we've got a limited amount of time uh you referred to your colleagues our dear 
brothers uh you know bill simpitch and rex bradford you also referred to william law and david boylan as 
being significant in terms of your path of discovery am i am i correct that it was william law who introduced 
the figure gene wheaton to you did you know about gene wheaton prior to william law well actually i did i 
introduced gene wheaton to william law well i knew it was something like that but malcolm blunt introduced 
gene wheaton to me uh so it's all malcolm's fault actually i knew that but i i was secure but what but what we 
note is that william law did something no one had done which was put a camera in with a microphone in front 
of mr wheaton and that turns out to be a very significant moment it was and william was very good to do that 
we had again all stories are long in this subject but the point is i had been in conversation with william about 
some other things he was doing working on the fbi leads and and and he and i were talking fairly 
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and and he and i were talking fairly routinely and we stu wexler and we managed to locate gene wheaton 
who malcolm had surfaced to me and and who we vetted as being a real character and william was doing 
some interviews in his neighborhood and i said william you know it would be fantastic if you could go do this 
because you know like i'm a bashful guy and you know you're bad you're better at that sort of thing big toe in 
the sand dimpling handsomely yes i get it and and i said and and i will say this is kind of an interesting 
because this is a tactic that worked well for us over the years i said let me do this he probably won't talk to 
you but i'm going to send you a set of documents that malcolm has sent to me which are all the documents 
that he gave to the rb and he has no idea that they're public and i bet he'd like to see them yes and son of a 
gun he would and he did and it's great it was a shock and it's it's uh it was a fascinating experience so tell us 
briefly uh is it gene wheaton pretty much exclusively who is the bridge that brings your attention focuses your 
attention on a man named carl jenkins and another man named raphael chichi quintero there's absolutely the 
fascinating thing is that gene wheaton did nothing more for the arb than say literally you know i was working 
with these guys quite closely during the iran contra period and they brought several of their cuban friends 
into the conversations guys that were working in nicaragua at the time and you know they would get together 
and they would drink and they would talk and i heard them say some things that related to the kennedy 
assassination and i think you really should talk to them because you guys are trying to collect information 
and 
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trying to collect information and he really didn't say anything more than that um and you know that was an 
interesting lead so who are these guys would they have had anything we spent considerable time vetting 
then and yes the answer is these are guys that we are now in the documents and we knew where to look 
they were in the documents before we didn't have them we didn't know to look for them and when we look at 
them they become very key figures linking to persons of interest that we had talked about before that the 
fascinating thing about when you open up one of these new names like jenkins it gives you some context 
that you didn't have and you learn about people that you're interested in you know yeah you learn about him 
but when you add three or four names constantly as you're going along what what becomes stunning is you 
find out all these people that that you might thought might be interesting really are and they're all connected 
and you didn't even know that before and there's a deeper level of connection a deeper level of inter- 
relatedness that cannot be revealed on a on a more superficial uh during a superficial assessment that 
literally like any good archaeologist or paleontologist would tell you the deeper you go the more interesting it 
gets and and that's it and that's what keeps you going and so the david boylan and i dan david a great 
researcher in the documents so we started taking those names and digging further on on the wheaton lead 
and and turns out you know base basically wheaton had said it what it sounded like to him was these guys 
were talking about people that jenkins had trained and quintero had worked with way back during the the 
cuban thing the bay of pigs you know and son of a gun as it turns out 
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and son of a gun as it turns out yeah that led us into a whole new suite of not a new suite of people but a 
suite of people that had relationships with each other by the fall of 1963 for four solid years in combat 
operations covert missions working together working together with just a couple of cia officers that they 
trusted and that lends a whole new level of credibility to why they would have been the people that could 
have been involved it could indeed these are the real thing they're not pretenders they're not uh profiteers 
they're not looking to insert themselves into some sort of narrative where they don't belong they are the 
actual real thing in the days of you know paramilitary covert action all over the world not just exclusively in 
relation to anti-castro operations and there and they and they stay that way yeah i mean they're they're so 
skilled i mean you're talking about the guys that actually went into cuba and came out on their own after the 
bay of pigs they didn't get captured these guys these guys are good and they go on to laos and on to the 
congo and on to nicaragua the these are the cream of the crop in terms of skilled paramilitary operators and 
they're not mysterious i mean they they they were mysterious now they're no longer mysterious they're not 
some you know some frenchman that we don't really know anything about or you know uh yeah yeah i 
understand uh allow me to draw special attention uh with the uh inevitable uh tip of the hat to our great friend 
rex bradford of the mary farrell foundation an essay from 2020 april of last year april of 2020 the wheaton 
lead an exploration by larry 
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the wheaton lead an exploration by larry hancock and david boylan uh this is something that i think would be 
beneficial to everybody who is interested in where you are uh in tipping point uh it's certainly an invaluable 
introduction to the specific area that we're focusing upon in this moment um i'm i'm not oblivious to the fact 
that it is it is extremely challenging to do justice to any of the various facets of the focus of your attention in in 
in your life's work or even just in this particular book tipping point the conspiracy that murdered president 
kennedy i would like to ask you about a rather sophisticated assessment that you offer towards the end of 
the book uh and it's one that has really captured my attention because you've you're introducing um facts 
and then framing a question in a way that could only be framed with an understanding of the facts that are 
relevant to this particular portion of the book may i touch upon this one sort of question oh absolutely i'm 
fascinated to know what it is well this is towards the end of the book and if you'll allow me um i would like to 
to read from uh a chapter called the conspiracy oh yes and uh this is very very interesting to me so there's 
obviously a great deal of detail and necessary context beyond which there is this um there is this at the 
conclusion based strictly on what we can see after the fact it appears that while the ambush in dealey plaza 
was well designed and sadly effective the associated efforts to frame oswald and connect him to 
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to frame oswald and connect him to castro were minimal in comparison none of the stories about oswald and 
ruby that surfaced after the assassination named any actual cuban intelligence assets known or suspected 
names which would easily have been found in fbi or cia counterintelligence files credible names of cuban 
agents would have added major traction to the claims oswald had been influenced or enabled by foreign 
actors such as you know cuban intelligence or soviet kgb authorities or whomever uh speaking of mexico city 
uh there were no specifics about meetings at actual locations in miami no travel records which would show 
oswald having been in cuba and no credible records of suspicious mail or voice communications prior to the 
assassination plenty of stuff emerged afterwards but prior uh in short nothing of any substance that would 
have substantiated cuban intelligence contacts with oswald and nothing of the nature of evidence which we 
would expect if experienced cia psychological operation specialists were driving the framing of lee oswald as 
an agent for cuba and castro could you tell us a little about what that means to you and why it's so important 
that it's at the conclusion of that that important chapter yes i it does and it takes us back to something we 
discussed a bit earlier and that was nexus and one of the points of nexus was again to find out how these 
things work in the real world and one of the things that you quickly see and and we know it from multiple 
sources including william harvey who was the ca officer who was at one point in time selected to run an 
assassination project and ran assassination efforts against fidel castro and and we're fortunate to have notes 
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and and we're fortunate to have notes that he himself made notes that he actually took home when he 
shouldn't have and kept in the safe and despite efforts to burglaries how rise's house is a biographer 
managed to get them the bottom line is harvey describes the steps that a professional would take in 
something like this and the steps are very clear that that would all be done in any professionally planned 
assassinations you create those materials you implicate real people as harvey himself said in the notes you 
implicate either you implement the soviets you implicate the russians you implicate the cubans you know 
that's all the work that you do in advance so that when this assassination happens you also make the plans 
to release that through credible sources the cia would normally do it through vetted media sources or or they 
would literally plant the information where it was rapidly discovered all of that would be part of any normal 
professional project that would be prepared and that's real names real people apparently real documents but 
that's not what we have in what appears to be sort of a makeshift or improvised or not as supremely 
professional as we would expect operation so you're you're left with an operation that should have two 
phases one phase is a very skillful attack with with people that are well-trained and conducting a military- 
style ambush yes clearly that happened okay so what happens to the second part was it was all that done 
and somehow it wasn't executed did some something go wrong or was it never really prepared what perhaps 
was it promised and not prepared 
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perhaps was it promised and not prepared to to highlight that one of the people i write about linkedin in all 
the books is john martino yes who did provide us unlimited insights whose son i talked with and and martino 
two things said two things first of all that things didn't he was told after the fact that things did not work out 
entirely as the plan had been for example when oswald the captured portions of the plan aborted that that 
was that was never supposed to happen he was not to be taken into custody but later martino actually said 
that over the years and his son saw that he had become more and more disenchanted with what had 
happened he felt that that that some of the people that he had known that they had been used that they had 
been manipulated that other people had an agenda they told them certain things were going to happen did 
and that yeah which didn't and perhaps never were supposed to right now the fascinating thing is we hear 
exactly those same remarks from gene wheaton from the people he's listening to interesting that there were 
two agendas in play there was a higher level agenda and then the agenda of the people that actually were 
on the ground in the field doing the shooting um so i tried to bring that out at the close of the book suggesting 
that the things part of part of the all of this that confuses us and and a major confusing factor in it was that 
the people that were operationally involved at the lowest level the the cuban uh surrogate exile surrogates 
some of their fellow travelers and and radical anti-castroites such as martino were carried out activities but 
those that were instigating and 
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but those that were instigating and enabling this project were perhaps only interested in simply making sure 
that kennedy was eliminated period and that they did not have any interest in starting a war or certainly a 
third war there theirs was a very limited focus and the cubans had gone along with it just as the cubans went 
along with them in other instances you know i can i can have written about the cuban contingent that was 
taken to the congo and they were promised as soon as they did their job uh and opposed schaegelvar and 
troops he was leading in in the congo that they would immediately be brought back into a new project to free 
cuba it didn't happen they were very bitter afterwards but this this happens more than once unfortunately it's 
almost like a standard practice exploitation yeah whatever they want to hear to get them to do it and then 
when we're done it all fades away wash our hands yeah and so i think that's maybe maybe what we see in 
the kennedy assassination and one of the things that that confuses us because alan you know we've always 
talked about the fact that what happened after the fact the autopsy all the running around with the the films 
all of this stuff there's so many loose ends it's like insane you've got a thousand loose ends that were 
obvious immediately and have just become more obvious over the time yet how do you have this perfect 


conspiracy that kills the president and this totally imperfect yeah everything else that happens afterwards 
yeah i get it and and yeah i'm trying to that's my that's my explanation of that that may be the answer well it's 
a very sophisticated assessment and it's i think it's very thought-provoking 
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i think it's very thought-provoking and i'm grateful to you uh i want to it need not go without saying that the 
book in denial or i'm so sorry well i mean it's equally true um it's funny i was just thinking about that um the 
the book which ostensibly is the subject of our discussion tipping point the conspiracy that murdered 
president kennedy is available on amazon as are all of your works there is an amazon author's page and um 
i'm hopeful that everybody will take advantage of the opportunity to become informed about the things that 
you have regarded is sufficiently significant that you want us to to be aware um also i would draw attention to 
your website which is larry hyphen hancock h-a-n-c-o-c-k.com and once again this um this uh they're they're 
two uh essays although one of them's a video essay one is the wheaton lead to which i referred available at 
mary farrell foundation the wheat the wheaton lead an exploration by larry hancock with david boylan 
relevant to the book tipping point and the other of course is the thing to which i referred that you did for the 
aarc back in 2014 or 2015 and that was um something that really is worthy of a discussion between us 
entirely you know uh on its own a political h-bomb how johnny roselli and william king harvey preempted the 
garrison investigation in washington dc which is available as an audio presentation at jfkconversations.com i 
think it's also 
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jfkconversations.com i think it's also up on the aarclibrary.org is there anything else with which you would like 
to close no ii think that really does i i will say to some up tipping point as the third book and and i we there 
may be more essays written i don't anticipate another book that we're we'll still pursuing those leads we're 
still tracking down a couple of leads that are discussed in the book and david boiling and we still haven't 
stopped that but um basically i would characterize it as an operational and chronological picture of what i 
think was the conspiracy it's it's down to that level of detail and which is where i would leave it you know it 
kind of started down at ground level and now we've brought it back to ground level it only took all these years 
yeah that's uh that is true yeah it's like and what were you doing with the in any event so know that that is i i 
would like to do one kind of plug for people that are interested in jfk yes and that is we we didn't you 
mentioned it just a second ago the book in denial has a couple of chapters in it relating to the cuba project 
and the bay of pigs it does indeed that i wish i could get exposed to more people because it really does 
deconstruct what i consider to be a totally false history about jfk and the bay of pigs based on the lies that 
richard bissell told afterwards and i think it's basically my my calling as a historian considers it literally to be a 
sin that jfk is still written about and in in a totally unreal fashion in regard to his orders and actions it's it's a 
shame so that that is in there if anybody cares the book is in denial secret wars 
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is in denial secret wars with air strikes and tanks uh published just last year 2020. they've been astoundingly 
prolific these last couple years my assumption is that no housework has been done at all in the last 15 years 
is that correct hey it is not the dust bunnies are like they're no they're no longer bunnies they're much bigger 
than that like is there a dust like elephant i yeah there is now i'm so grateful to you for this and uh quite a lot 
more i would say to you personally something that i'm happy to share publicly and that is that you have been 
one of the supremely relevant figures in terms of my education and my introduction um you've been one of 
my ultimate greatest teachers and one of my ultimate greatest friends especially in relation to all of the 
behind behind-the-scene contortions that arise when you're running uh a national jfk assassination 
conference so on my behalf as opposed to a largely indifferent nation i want to thank you most sincerely for 
all of what you've brought to me personally and i'm grateful oh i do appreciate it alan and it's it's been it's 
been long but it's been good it's maybe a long strange road but it's it's it's a good one because i think we're 
ending up where we wanted to be and i feel that we've all accomplished something if if people will pay 


attention well it's the key for me is a long and winding proverbial road but in the company of the right people
